UP A STUMP. 


Hattie’s 


Trial Comes to a 
Standstill 


Attorneys for the State Seem to 
Give Up. 


A Witness Who Thonght She Knew 
All About the Harlans. 


Mrs. Harlan’s Sudden Disappearance After the 
Tragedy—How Hattie Was Treated by 
the Police—Prosecution Closed 
—Is Harlan Bead! 


In Judge Cheney’s department of the 
Superior Court yesterday, the trial of Hat- 
tie Woolsteen was resumed. Though many 
facts that were elicited during the day are 
important, inasmuch as they bear directly 
on the case, nothing of a character in the 
slightest degree sensational was evolved 
until the prosecution, at 3:15 o’clock in the 
afternoon, rested their case. it was not ex- 
pected that the prosecution would cease so 
abruptly, more particularly as witnesses 
who had been subpeenaed and were in at- 
tendance had not been examined. 

This morning, most probably, a keen fight 
will be made over the mass of testimony 
that counsei for the defense will, on motion, 
try and have stricken out, for the reason 
thatitis irrelevant te the case, or has not 
been connected with the defendant by the 
prosecution. 

It is not possible to outline the defense 
proposed to be put forward by defending 
counsel, but certain facts would seem to 
indicate that one point will be a denial that 
Dr. Harlan ever has been murdered. Yes- 
terday, when the District Attorney was in- 
terrogating a witness, he asked ,he ques- 
tion: “Where did Dr. Harlen reside {m- 
mediately prior to bis murder?” Defend- 
ing counsel at once objected to the word 
“murder,” on the plea that that was the 
very at issue. The plea was a 
valid one, and the word “disappearance” 
was substituted, but the impression 
objection was taken 
on additional ground to that cited. 
Of course, the army of loafers filled the 
courtroom to repletion, in the usual manner 
and the frontrow of chairs had their ful 
complement of lady spectators, who graced, 
or dis-graced, as individual opinion may de- 
termine, the scene, where one of their own 
sex was, for aught they knew to the con- 
trary, experiencing more bitter anguish 
than their puny minds could realize. 

The question of Hattie’s alleged attempt 
at suicide was gone inte exhaustively, and 
the medical testimony was of particular in- 
terest, not only on account of its direct 
bearing on the case at issue, but as illus- 
trating how much some doctors know—and 
don t know—about matters pertaining to 
their profession. 

The defendant seemed to be in slightly 
better spirits yesterday. 

The District Attorney asked permission 
of the Court to file in evidence the city 
directories for the years 1890-’87 and 1855 
under the H’s. 

Counsel for the defense objecting, the 
Court ruled thai the objection was well 
taken and sustained the objection. 

MKS. WILLIAM P. BNOOK 

was then called, and having been sworn, 
testified: I have lived in this city about 
five years, and have known Hattie Wool- 
steen. I saw her first to know her last 
June at Mrs. Barbey’s. 1 know that Mrs. 
Barbey died, for 1 was present at her death- 
bed on the 9th of August of last year. Miss 
Hattie was also present at that time. It 
was in Dullon’s on Fort 
street. She was a lodger in the house. 

Counsel. for the aefense did not cross- 
exawmine this witness, and 

OFFICER JEFFRIES 

was recalled, and the District Attornay said 
that he felt certain, that while under exam- 
ination Monday the officer had not under- 
stood one question. Since then the District 
Attorney Jad had a conversation with the 
witness, and he now wished to repeat the 
question to him.

HARRY GRIFFITH, 

testified: I live at 14 Ingram street, and 
have lived there for three and one-half 
years. It is about 500 or 600 feet from 
Jones’s ae. I remember the burning 
of a barn in Compton, and some time after, 
myseif and three other boys visited the 
gum grove, in consequence of something 
that we heard. I think the barn was 
burned on the 6th, and we visited the grove 
on the 22d. We then found a tin can, and 
alinen rag was tied to thetree.. The can 
was about a foot high and about eightinches 
in diameter, It lay about one and one-half 
feet from a ole close to the 
foot of an eucalyptus tree. The 
hole was about six inches in diameter, and 
not very deep. There was a wire tence, 
and the tree was some 15 feet away trom 
it. The limbs of the tree bent over and 
reached to within four feet of the ground. 
The can was lying about one foot or one 
and a half teet from the hole. [Can sub- 
mitted.| 1 think that isthecan. The rag 
was about two feet above the hole, tied 
around the tree in two or three common 
knots. We tugged at it, and when we got 
it off we torn it up and each of us gota 
piece. The piece I had I gave to the Dis- 
trict Attorney, and it was placed in an en- 
velope bearing my name and address. [En- 
velope opened and rag submitted.j That is 
the came rag. 

Cross-examined: The rag is in the same 
condition as when I found it. We bad no 
doll-baby with us, for we had no use for 
any such thing. I don’t know that the rag 
is a portion of a doli-baby’s pantalettes, 
nor that it shows indication of being worn 
at the knees, lt was on a Saturday that we 
visited the gum-grove, and | knew Darcy 
had been there, and we went just to see the 
place. No, I did not expect to find any- 
thing after Darcy had been there. I didn’t 
look any further after finding the rag.- 1 
didn’t run the District Attorney down. He 


Tan me down. Seme six days after he 


was at the Burniams, and_e sent 
over for me. I have a little sister, 
but sie didn’t handle the rag, as 
she didn’t know anything about it. it was 
not so dirty then as it isnow. When Il 
went over to Burnham’s in answer to the 
summons, I found ‘“Bil!,’ Hart there and 
the District Attorney. 1 told him all the 
mysterious and awfu! circumstances sur- 
rounding the finding of the rag. The gum 
grove is a favorite place with the boys. 
They go there to play hookey from school. 1 
have seen boys put up something to shoot at 
when practicing, but notthere. The ends 
of the rag outside of the knots were ragged. 
I remember testifying at the preliminary 
examination. My memory at that time 
might be better and it mightnot. I have 
talked with the other boys and compared 
notes regarding the day we visi the 
grove as to whether it was the 25th or the 
29th. IL believe now it was on the 2th. 1 
bave looked up the calendar and am sure 
that it was on the 28th thatl wasat the 
grove. I know from the newspapers as to 
who dug the hole, and thatisall. I saw 
other holes, made by gophers and squirrels. 


I am pretty familiar with the ordin 
having killed many of them. If 
rad not read the account in the newspapers 
I might have mistaken the hole fora de 
serted gopher hole. 
WILLIAM BURNHAM, 

a companion of the witness, and a lad of 
somewhat small dimensions, testified: I 
live at the corner of Williams and Ingram 
Streets,and 1 know where Jones’s gum 
grove used tobe. I remember about some 
one having been burned up, in a barn at 
Compton. Iremember visiting the grove 
with three other boys. We went to try 
and find the hole where sone things were 
said to have been buried. We found the 
hole, and above it we found a piece of rag 
and, close at hand, atincan. We divided 
the rag between us, and I got a very litile 
plece. linclosed the piece 1 had in an en- 
velope, under the District Attorney’s in- 
structions, and gave ittu him, [Envelope 
submitted.] That is the same piece of rag. 

Cross-examined: We went up there be- 
cause we read in the paper abvut the hole, 
and wanted to see it. ben we saw the 
rag we made arush forit,and I got hold 
first, but we couldo’t get it off the tree at 


first. Harry Griffit: tore it off, and gave me 


this piece. It is not the bonnet ofa rag baby. 
for I saw it torn off, and it is the corner of 
a handkerchief. J kept my plece of ragin 
an encyclopedia and told my mother and 
the others in the house all abou? it. It 
stayed there two days, when the District 
Attorney came up and told me he wanted it, . 
so it was put into an envelope and my. name 
ut upon the envelope. I don’t think the 
Jistrict Attorney or Mr. Hart took their 
dinnerin that can, for it was too old and 
rusty. The Examiner man furnished the 
eaueene. The hole was a little longer than 
it was broad.

DR. CHARLES W. BRYSON 
testified: Iam a physician and surgeon in 
this city. Isaw Hattie Woolsteen on the 
15th of Octeber Jast when she was in a com- 
atose condition from the effects of what we 
supposed to be chloreform. She was lyin 
on the sofa in the private office. 
was called about 5 o’clock and I remained 
until about 7, and again from 8 o’ciock until 
quite late in the night. The next day J 
visited her some five times. The symptoms 
and the odor indicated thet she had taken 
chloroform, and yet it is hard to say whether 
she would have died or nut, if she had not 
received medical treatment. The stomach- 
puinp was not applied, as wethought it was 
too late for it. e made use ef electricity 
and hypodermic injections of sulphate of 
atrophia and sulphate of ammonia, the 
usual treatinent in such cases. 

Cross-examination: There were no women 
there when l arrived. 1 think she was re- 
moved by the Chief of Police. Miss Ilattie 
was in a dangerons state in myopinion,and 
yet Miss Minnie was ordered to aecomeane 
the Chief out of the room, Dr. Sintth an 
Mr. Evans, the druggist, Mr. Meredith, the 
Coroner, and one our two oflicers were 
present. 

Witness, after being examined regarding 
the effect of various ge said chloroform 
isa limpid liquid, and, if pure, itis almost 
like water. A dose is from 15 drops toa full 
drachm, and is usually administered as an 
emulsion, 

Continuing, witness said: We first ap- 
plied electricity over the region of the chest, 
and, from the odor of the breath, we con- 
cluded that she had taken chloroform. I 
can’t say whether she recovered from her 
own muscular strength or whether the treat- 
ment helped her. Ithinkitdia. Dr. Smith 
was present with meall the time, and he 
and I left the office together, aed Minnie 
was removed, think Darcf veturned to 
the room. ‘To the best of my knowledge it 
was between 5 and 60’clock when | was 
called. Isaw no other lady than Miss Min- 
nie present. Hattie’s clothing was open 
over herchest. ‘The next day l saw no lady 

resent, and, to my knowledge, she-had no 

emale attendant. She required the ser- 
vices of some lady attendant. I suggested’ 
that she should have such attention. It ig 
impossible to say how many dracbms of 
chiorotorm a person who is healthy could 
take and yet survive, Half an ounce bas 
been known to produce death by acting on 
the valves of the heart and causing paralysis, 
We never like to administer over ore 
drachm. Death results from paralysis of the 
beart’s action. | 
igect: An ordinary female ‘could 
take an ounce of chloroform, and, providing 
vomiting ensued and remedies weraappilied, 
sbe might live. 

The ceurt then took an adjournment until 

2 o'clock. 
Afternoon Session. 

After the noonday recess the first witness 
called was Dr. C. Edgar Smith, who testi- 
fied: lhave resided in this city for four 
and one-half years, and ama practicing 
physician, Last October I was called upon 
to yisit Miss Hattie Woolsteen protession- 
ally. She wasthen at the police: Station, 
and seemed to be laboring under the effects 
of some drug. She was inan unconscious 
condition, but I don’t know that I can say 
from whatcause. She was lying on the 
sofa im the Chief’s private office. She was 
unconscious, breathing heavily, and had a 
rapid pulse. She had been vomiting, and I 
judged she had taken chloroform, | Reme 
dies were applied, and I was with her most 
of the time until 1 o’cloeck Sunday, morning. 
1 was called about 6 o’clock, and from tha 
time until I left she lay in an unton- 
scious condition, but the general symptoms 
when I left were favorable. he odor 
indicated that she had taken chloroferm, 
and the general symptoms might indicate 
the same thing. 1 donot know why-the 
stomach pump was not applied. I .con- 
sidered her condition dangerous. About 
9:30 on the next morning I saw her again, 
but did not examine her. In the evening — 
Chief Darcy sent for me to give my opinion 
as to whetherit would be safe to remove 


er. 

Cross-examined: I was first called on 
Saturday evening about6 o’clock. I can 
not say who were there when [ arrived, but — 
Ithink Chief Darcy and Officers Jeffries 
and Fitch and aiso Minnie. Hattie was 
lying in an unconscious state on the sofa, 
snd ber face was very pale. I don’t re- 
member examining the pupil of the eye, her 
feet or her lower extremities. 1 sounded 
the heartand found that it was irregular in 
its action. It was my impression that she 
had taken chloform. I think no disease 
would be indicated by the symptoms, 
Neither gastritia, eugitas, noperitonitas 
would be revealed by the symptoms present 
on that day. Chloroform is an anestbetic, 
but if ministered in large doses is 
a deadly poison, and cause 
It is regarded by the profession 
as an irritant poisnn, and causes death by 
paralyzing the action of the heart. It is 
sometimes administered asa remedy, but [ 
would nut like to give over two drachins at 
ata dose, I cannot remember any case of a 
person’s dying from taking two ounces of 
ehloroform internally. I cannot remember 
the naiwe of an authority that classes chio- 
roform as a poison. t is more dangerous 
in its effects when inhaled than when. 
taken internally. Even supposing 1 had 
not been told, I think that she was suffer- 
ing from some drug. If I had been called 
upou in a private house, without the attend- 
ant circumstances in this case, I should 
have made an examination only ina gen- 
eral wes I did not make fquiries as to 
her habits, conditions of body, etc., before [ 
examined her. I cannot swear that she 
was vot suffering from disease, and thag 
the cause of her illness was a large dose of 
chloroform. I can only ceive my impres- 
sions. 1 formed my opinions partly on the 
odor of the poison. I don’t think [ can re- 
saduaber the names of the various poisons 
divided into their classes as irritant and 
non-irritant poisons. Dr. Christian is an 
authority, and if he calls chloroform a 
mechanical poison he undoubted|y is correct, 
It would not be possibie to decide whether. 
a was suffering from apoplexy, 
epilepsy, tetanus, or diseases of the heart 
and brain or spinal marrow without making 
a thorough examination. The room in 
which she was ogy was not larger than 
the jury box. Miss Minnie was in the room 
when | arrived, but left ina few minutes, 
I cannot state the reason why she went out, 
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and am unable to say if Chief Darcy or- 
dered her out. If I remember, I believe 
the Chief sent inand called her out. When 
frst went in Miss Minnie was crying. 
Hattie bad a dress on. Electricity 
was applied to the chest with the 
purpose of stimulating the heart’s ac- 
tion. There were a number of gentle- 
men present when the electric current 
was applied, but no ladies present. Her 
clothing was partially removed. We gave 
injections of whisky, but [ don’t remember 
applying cold bandages to the head. On my 
first visit, I arrived at 6.0’clock, and left be- 
tween 9and l0o’clock. Lreturned inabout 
an hour, and remained until 10 o’elock, and, 
on leaving, no d+cided alferation itn the 
condition of detendant from when L first 
sawher. On Sunday morning, at 9:39, I 
saw Hattie as she passed through the hall, 
supported on either side by an officer, who 
helped her along. I did not visither. I 
simply inquired after her. Judging from 
her appearance, she was suffering froin 

reat weakness. During the various visits 

made, I saw noladies present, :

I have not 
read up on the subject,and am_ not pre- 
pared to say that chloroform is spoken of as 
an extreme poison by inhalation only. 

The District ney again took the 
witness in hand, and tried to lead him into 
pleasant paths. Having escaped from the 
cross-examination he got on very well.

Our 
knowledge as to growing fruits is well ad- 
vanced; we are toa certain extent well-in- 
formed as to drying and canning the same; 
the kinds, varieties and localities the same. 
The manner of packing has almost reached 
perfection, so that we are now in the ad- 
vanced stage of diseussion on these points.”’ 

In h saddress he strongly opposed the 
reduction of the duty on foreign fruit, as 
proposed in the Mills Bill, that it 
would immediately kill the fruit industry 
of Calitornia. He said: 

“The Millis Bill, now before Congress, 
puts on the free list foranges, almonds and 
walnuts, and reduces the duty on raisins 
and prunes. I recommend that this con- 
vention respectfully protest against any 
changes in the present tariff duties so far 
as it affects the fruits produced in Cali- 
fornia. Ths duty on almoids is 5 cents per 
pound, walnuts 3 cents, oranges $1.60 per 
1000.

An inquest was heid at the house by Cor- 
oner Meredith, and a verdict was 
of death from natural causes.
